SENATOR STEWARTS GOOD 
WORK. 


The Idaho Annexation Project Be- 

fore the Senate—An Able Defense 
of Nevada—8400,000 for the State 
Treasury —A Military Post Want- 
ed for Reno— The Truckee River 
Sawdust Question—How the Car- 
son Mint Gets Its $115,000 Ap- 
propriation—Ete.

Qu Wednesday last the Senate 
considered the bill for the admis- 
sion of Washingtou Territory to 
statehood, and a lively debate. fol- 
lowed between Senator Stewart of 
Nevada, Hearst of California, Cul- 
lum of Illinois, Vest of Missouri, 
Munderson of Nebraska and Dolph 
of Oregon. Senators Cullum and 
Manderson, uf the Committee on 
Territories, had made a minority 
report on the bill and fought it 
bitterly, resorting to misrepre- 
sentations and questicns calcu- 
lated to befog the measure. The 
bill provides fur the admission of 
Washington Territory into the 
Union as a State, and the submis- 
sion uf the question to the people 
residing in the northern counties 
of Idaho at time of electing dele- 
gates to the constitutional conven- 
tion whether they favor anuexa- 
tion to Washiugton or not. In case 
a majority of the votes are cast for 
annexation that part of Idaho shall 
become a part of the State of 
Washington. This would leave 
the remainder, or southern par‘, of 
the Territory of Idaho too small 
to ever become a State that would 
compare favorably with other 
Western States, aud would, in all 
probability, be annexed to Nevada, 
as Senator Stewart proposes it 
shall be. The people of Northern 
Idaho, and indeet the people of 
Southern Idaho, have frequently, 
during the past twenty years, pe- 
titioned Congress to aunex the 


anhandic or northern part of 
daho to Washington iu case that 
Territory (Washington) becomes a 
State. In pursuauce ot this wish 
bills have been introduced in Con- 
gress fur the last few years for the 
purpose of annexing Northern 
idaho to Washivgton, and ul- 
thuugh they have passed the Sen- 
ate aud Huuse at different times 
they failed to become a law for 
want of joint action. Llowever, 
the last days of the second session 
of the Fourty-ninth Congress, by 
the aid of the Delegate frum Idaho, 
a bill passed both Houses for this 
purpose, but fuiled to become a 
law because the President did not 
have time to examine the bill be- 
fore Congress adjourued. The 
only polut at issue in Sevator 
Stewart’s bill is tue proposition to 
allow the people of North Idaho to 
vote on the question of annexa- 
tion. The opposition to this has 
been raised by ambitious politi- 
cians who have the idea that Idaho 
stands a good show for early ad- 
mission into the sisterhood of 
States. It is not expected that the 
Democrats will strongly oppose 
che bill, because the Delegate from 
Washington Territory, a son of 
Senator Voorhees, is an ardent an- 
nexationist and au aspir ut for 
Senatorial honors in the event 
Washington is admitted as a 
State. 

Senator Stewart is confi/lent that 
the bill will pass the Senate. Ile 
is making a strong fight to that 
end. He belicyes it would be for 
the interest of Nevada and South 
idaho to be joined and furmed a 
State, because, although Nevada 
has great mineral resources; al-

But as to the annexation of 
South Idaho to Nevada, I have this to 
gay: As for myself, I will never ad- 
vocate annexing any portion of Idaho 
to Nevada unless the people of that 
Territory desire it. I would not live 
with an unwilling people. I think we 
should be bad neighborsif we came 
ther on such terms. But as to

assumed and paid by the State,and 
also fur moneys actually expended 
by Nevada after becoming a State 
for the general défense and in fur- 
nishiug troops to the United States 
during the suppression of the war 
ofthe rebellion, and fur guarding 
the overland mail and immigrant 
route between the Missouri river 
and California, aud for suppressing 
Indian hostilities. The favorable 
report of the Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs, of which the Senator 
is a member, makes a book of over 
150 pages of solid brevier and nou- 
pariel type, and was written and 
compiled by the Senator and his 
energetic Secretary,lsaac Frobman. 
The principal of the claim amvunts 
to $119,800.12, and with interest 
amounted in the aggregate at the 
time it was presented to the gov- 
ernment, about the beginning of 
the year 1883, to $349,797.49. The 
State is constantly paying iuterest 
on the above principal, and to-day 
the whole claim probably amouuts 
to over $400,000, including interest. 
In case the bill which is still pend- 
ing iu the Senate on the recom- 
mendation of the Committee on 
Military Affairs, passes, it will give 
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Nevada a treasury of a million dol- 
lars cash, counting what she has 
now on hand, 

Senator Stewart is endeavorin 
to have a military post establishe 
at Reno, and has suggested to the 
Secretary of War the propriety o1 
consulting with the military officers 
on the Pacitic Coast as to thead- 
’ vantages of a post at such a central 
point as Reno, from which troops 
could be <cntin all directions on 
short notice whe ever necessary. 

The Seustor has also called the 
attention of the Commissivner of 
iudian Affairs tothe great damage 
resulting to the ush inthe Truckee 
riverand Pyramid lake from the 
discharge of sawdust into the 
Truckee river and the consequent 
damages to Pyramid Reservation.
